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NRD-525 AM AGC Mod 2... ty pattas Lankford 


Recently I did my AGC wod (remove R104 and jump pins 3 & 4 and jump pins 
8 & 9 of IC7) to a very late model NRD-525 and I was surprised to find that 
the mod in this late model NRD-525 did not perform like the mod I did to Russ’ 
1987 model NRD-525. In the late model NRD-525 the modified AM FAST release 
time was slower than for the earlier model NRD-525, and in the late model NRD-525 
the modified AM FAST AGC was not as immune to static crash and noise pulse hanging 
as the modified earlier model NRD-525 had been. This curious situation was 
traced to what seem to be some production changes in late model NRD-525's. In 
the late model NRD-525 C77 was 0.47 mF (0,22 mF in the earlier model), and R107 
was 22K ohms (10K ohms in the earlier model). The R107 change effects only 
SSB/CW SLOW release, but the C77 change effects FAST release in all modes; it 
doubles SSB/CW FAST release and lengthens AM FAST release about 60%. This explains 
why the mod in the late model NRD-525 was not as immune to static crash and 
noise pulse hanging as the mod had been in an early model NRD-525: in FAST 
AGC the modified late model NRD-525 was not releasing as quickly from desensitizing 
noise spikes. To make matters worse, more extensive listening tests revealed 
that my original mod has a subtle but annoying defect: in AM mode using the 
WIDE filter, some distortion is observed on strong AM signals when the AM carrier 
is tuned to about the center of the filter passband. And finally, more extensive 
Measurements revealed that the SSB/CW AGC was not as well-defined as I had previously 
concluded. Both the AM and SSB/CW AGC circuits are amplified AGC circuits, 
and both exhibit variable release times: the release times depend on how far 
the signal levels drop. For these reasons, I spent several days rethinking 
possible AGC mods for the NRD-525 and testing my ideas. 


If you already did my original mod to your NRD-525, there is a simple change 
which greatly improves immunity to static crash and noise pulse hanging, and 
which also eliminates the distortion on strong AM signals when the AM carrier 
is tuned near the center of the WIDE filter passband. Remove the jumper between 
pins 3 and 4 of IC7, and install a 100K ohm 1/4 watt resistor between pins 3 
and 4 of IC7. A 1/4 watt Radio Shack resistor is suitable for this change, 
although the leads seem somewhat larger than #24 solid, and so it is somewhat 
more difficult to attach the ends of the leads to the IC pin tips. There is 
a slight disadvantage to this solution. The 100K ohm resistor slows the SLOW AM 
AGC attack time so much that you get momentary distortion when tuning from a 
weaker signal to a stronge signal using SLOW AM AGC. The SSB/CW AGC performance 
is not changed from stock by this or the previous mod. 


Because I did not like the momentary distortion in SLOW AM AGC when tuning 
from a weaker to a stronger signal, and because there was also momentary distortion 
when changing from AGC FAST to AGC SLOW in AM mode, I spent some time peering 
at the NRD-525 schematic and at the IF PC board, hoping to find a way to make 
the AM mode FAST and SLOW attack times about equal. At least for this late 
model NRD-525 there was a wonderfully simple and elegant was to accomplish this. 

In this late model NRD-525, IC8 has an unused section, pins 3, 4, and 5, and 

the control pin, pin 5, was joined by a PC board trace to pin 6 of IC8, which 

in turn was controlled by the AGC FAST control line (to P27-13); see the simplified 
schematic below. Thus by removing my previous mod entirely, replacing R104 

(which had been removed for the previous mod) with a suitable SMD resistor for 

AM FAST attack, and adding a second resistor (which is switched by IC8 pins 

3 and 4 via the AGC FAST control voltage at pin 5 of IC8), the AM attack times 

for FAST and SLOW can be made more-or-less the same. As with the previous mod, 
this mod requires no PC board hole drilling or trace cutting, so that you can 
restore your NRD-525 to original if you are ever inclined to do so. 


I spent a lot of time listening with different values for R104, and finally 
settled on 220K ohms. With a 220K ohm resistor in place of R104 the AM FAST 
attack time constant is about 140 milliseconds, and the measured AM FAST attack 
time is about 14 milliseconds for a 10 dB increase in signal level. This puts 
the attack time constant within the range of values recommended by the classic 
radio design handbook, Radiotron Designer's Handbook, edited by F. Langford-Smith, 
and published in at least four editions between 1934 and.1952. According to 
this source, attack and release time constants between 100 and 500 milliseconds 
are suitable for AM signals, and the low end of that range is recommended for 
SW AM.signals. Within the range of values I tested, 1K to 220K ohms, the steady 
state AGC line voltage measured at test point 3 was the same (for a given signal 
level, for "no signal" up to 100K microvolts input at the antenna terminal) 
regardless of what value was used in place of R104. In other words, my mod 
does not change S-meter readings or AGC line voltages from the original. 


If your NRD-525 is an early model with 0.22 mF for C77, it is probably 
not necessary to change C77 to 0.47 mF, 25 or 35 volts, tantalum. But to be 
on the safe side, you should make that change anyway, 
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In summary, my NRD-525 AM AGC mod 2 requires that you (1) remove R104, 
(2) replace R104 with a 220K ohm 1/8 watt surface mount resistor (I bought a 
package of assorted SMD's from Radio Shack), (3) add a 22K ohm 1/4 watt resistor 
between pin 2 of IC7 and pin 4 of IC8, and (4) add a jumper between pin 3 of 
IC8 and pin 3 of IC9. If you do the mod yourself, you will need to inspect 
your work with a magnifying glass to be sure you have not formed any solder 
bridges between the IC pins and nearby traces. IL strongly recommend that you 
use Teflon insulation on the resistor leads and on the jumper because ordinary 
insulation melts with soldering iron heat, and it will make a mess and perhaps 
allow the lead ends to short to nearby traces. To attach the lead ends to the 
IC pin ends you will need to form some small loops in the lead ends; see my 
sketch below. I used a piece of bare #24 solid wire and a small hemostat to 
form these small loops. The idea is to make the loops so that they will slip 
over the IC pin ends (using gentle finger pressure) and stay there while you 
solder them. Notice that the loops in the lead ends should finish on top. This 
minimizes the possibility of bridging to a nearby trace. In addition, the Teflon 
insulation should touch the loops im the ends of the leads, which also helps 
in preventing bridges to nearby PC board traces. 


It may be possible to do a similar mod to the NRD-535. Except for some 
component value changes, and some minor circuit changes involving the switching 
Ic's, the NRD-535 AM AGC circuit is fundamentally the same as the NRD-525 AM 
AGC circuit. One of the changes to the NRD~535 AM AGC involves increasing the 
value of R104 (same numbering in both) to slow the AM attack time. The AM attack 
time constant is about 12 milliseconds for FAST and about 84 milliseconds for 
SLOW. In the case of AM SLOW, that is about half the attack time constant I 
used above. According to the NRD-535 schematic, there is an unused section 
of IC5, but pins 11 and 12 of this section are shown grounded. However, if 
pins 11 and 12 of IC5 are not grounded, or if they can be easily ungrounded 
(say, by removing a zero resistance surface mount resistor), and if pin 10 of 
IC5 is not connected to anything, then it should be possible to adapt my mod 
to the NRD-535. For IC5, pins 10 and 11 are the switch, and pin 12 is the 
control voltage. Thus, assuming that pins 10, 11, and 12 of IC5 are isolated 
from the rest of the PC board, the corresponding NRD-535 AGC mod would be 
(1) remove R104, (2) replace R104 with a 100K ohm SMD resistor, (3) add a 15K 
1/4 watt resistor between pin 1 of IC5 and pin 10 of IC5, (4) add a jumper between 
pin 11 of IC5 and pin 3 of IC7, and (5) add a jumper between pin 12 of IC5 and 
pin 12 of IC6. This would give a FAST AM attack time of about 110 milliseconds 
and a SLOW AM attack time of about 100 milliseconds. Depending on the PC board 
layout, it might be a better layout to go to pin 11 of IC5 in step (3) and to 
pin 10 of IC5 in step (4). 


Unfortunately, my AGC mod does not eliminate the rather bad overshoot in 
the case of the NRD-525. Of course, not having an NRD-535, I cannot verify 
that my proposed NRD-535 mod will do what it is intended to do, namely eliminate 
AGC hanging in AM FAST due to static crashes and other noise pulses. Fortunately, 
as I remarked in my previous article, the AGC overshoot does not seem to cause 
any problems, either audible or otherwise.

Knobs for the Drake R°8 ... by Ronata j. Hunsicker, P. E. 


During his second article about the Drake 
R-8, Dallas Lankford mentioned that some of 
the knobs were too small, and | thoroughly 
agree. I have a simple, cheap, and instantly 
reversible solution that is, how shall we say, 
incredibly hideous. 

The tone control and notch filter share the 
same axis, and the squelch control and 
passband shift control share another axis. 
The tone and squelch controls are on the 
central shaft and thus are the smaller knob of 
each pair. If you, as I, rarely touch either the 
tone control or the squelch control, go out and 
buy a 4-pack of 3/4” Shepherd Rubber Tips 
for tubular Metal and Wood Furniture (at 
Hechinger for $1.79). The outer knob on an 
axis (notch and pass band) has an o., d. of 
0.74”, and the fit between the knob and the 


“Tip” is wonderful. The Tips slip on and off 
instantly, increase the usable diameter of the 
control from 3/4” to 1 1/4”, move the 
working control from just about the face of the 
panel to about 1” away, do not damage the 
receiver, and require no modification of the 
receiver. Conflict with other controls is 
increased a bit, but the benefits are worth it. If 
you want to “squelch” or “tone” just slip the 
tip off, make the adjustment, and put the tip 
back on. The o. d. of the tone, squelch, and 
volume controls is about 0.62”, so the 5/8” 
size may be a help for those with different 
listening habits than I have.

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Talk Program News ...via Bil Hardy 


In the process of preparing a talk 
network guide for another club, I've 
uncovered some important and interest-— 
ing news about the rapidly changing 
world of radio talk. 

The biggest news: Larry King is 
moving to daytime. As first reported 
by Bill Hale in DDXD-North of Nov. 16, 
King, a staple on Mutual since Jan. 
1978, is moving to afternoons on 
Monday, Feb. 1, 1993. He will be 
heard 1500-1800 Eastern time. Jim 
Bohannon, who presently does Mutual's 
Saturday night show in the Larry King 
timeslot, will move to Larry's 
weeknight slot 2300-0200 (repeated 
0200-0500, plus West Coast replay 
0500-0800). "Best of Bohannon" will 
run in the present "Best of King" 
timeslot Sunday night 2300-0500. 
Mutual will have a live Saturday night 
show in Bohannonts present timeslot, 
with the host to be announced later. 

CBS introduced its first national 
radio talk show, the Gil Gross Show, 
Aug. 17. It covers varied topics 
2000-2300 weeknights. 

ABC has dropped its two weeknight 
talk shows. Tom Snyder's last show 
was Nov. 27. Deborah Norville left on 
Sept. 30, and ABC had been filling the 
timeslot with other hosts including 
Claire Carter until Nov. 27. ABC's 
only remaining national shows are on 
weekends - Home Sense with Mike 
McClintock, Garden Hotline with Ralph 
Snodsmith, and Moneytalk with Bob 
Brinker. However, three other networks 
- EFM (Limbaugh/Edell), Daynet, and 
ESPN Radio - originate programs from 
ABC Radio's studios in New York.

Baltimore station 
has unusual format

BALTIMORE — Radio listeners 
don’t tune in WHLP to hear the 
latest rock or heavy metal tunes, 
but rather the latest masonry or 
metal jobs — along with openings 
for dental hygienists, landscapers 
and chemists. 

The AM station began broad- 
casting help-wanted. ads earlier 
this month, abandoning its black- 
oriented oldies format and old call 
letters. 

“Welcome back to WHLP. Job 
time 11:34,” says an announcer. 


“A firm in Sparks, Md., has an 
opening for a rodman on their 
survey team. I have no idea what a 
rodman is, but someone out there 
does.” 

Later, a recorded advertisement 
asks, “Are you a travel agent with 
at least two years experience?” 

The station's announcers spice 
up advertisements with chit-chat 
and wrap it around other taped 
spots, promos and short programs 
dealing with topics like how to 
dress for an interview, prepare a 
resume, or start a business. 

Tom Dore, who is overseeing 

WHLP’s start-up for Western Star 
Broadcasting of Chicago, says he 
hopes the station will grab 
between 3% and 5%: of the audi- 
ence share. | ; 
_ Last spring in its old format the 
station drew a 0,3% share, well 
below WBAL radio, .an all-news 
AM station that consistently is 
among the market leaders with an 
8% share, according to Radio Busi- 
ness Reports.

As all cf you who can remember 
when AM rocoivers were somewhat 
more wide-banded know, AM is capa- 
ble of exactly the same frequency re- 
sponse and distortion characteristics 
that FM is. As chief engineer of several 
radio stations over the past 25 years, 
including some of the huge 50,000- 
watt clear-channel powerhouses, | 
maintained these stations at specifica- 
tions that included frequency response 
from 25 lo 15,000 Hz, +0.5 dB! Distor- 
tion figures were always below 1.2%. 
One of those old 50-kW transmitters 
really “groaned” during some musical 
passages, but these stations sounded 
exactly like FM on a fow-disiortion, 
wide-band monitor. 

Several years ago, when broadcast- 
ers were being alarmed everyday 
whenever new radios were introduced, 
especially car radios, AM stations be- 
gan to sound so bad that on some car 
radios even talk stations were hard to 
understand! Receiver manufacturers 
put in narrow-band filters in the i.f. that 


restricted high frequencies to 2,800 Hz 
or less. Phase response and “ringing” 
of those cheap narrow filters further 
eroded received AM quality. Broad- 
casters and manufacturers agreed on 
the NRSC pre-emphasis and 10,000- 
Hz bandwidth limits in hopes of manu- 
facturers “opening up” the i.f. band- 
width, 

At this time most major AM stations 
and many smalier AMs are transmitting 
very high-quatity, NRSC-compliant sig- 
nals. Before ihe agreement, AM sta- 
tions could transmit the full 15,000-Hz 
audio bandwidth. We gave up the top 
half-octave to persuade receiver man- 
ufacturers to design and market wider 
bandwidth radios. The biggest limiting 
factor was AM's higher susceptibility to 
noise. We hear the roll-off above 10 
kHz, but casual listeners pay little at- 
tenlion to that if the signal is noise-free. 

Now, new rules soon to be adopted 
seem to be “sticking it” to AM again. 
Whenever AM broadcasters seek lo 
upgrade the signai, they must reduce 
signal strengths toward their “neigh- 
bor’ stations on or near their spot on 
the dial by 10% (a 20% power reduc- 
tion) by either reducing transmitter 
power or tighlening up a directional 
antenna system. Just what AMs don't 
need is a reduction in signal level, right 
when they nesd all the signal they can 
get to overcome man-made electrical 
interference. 

1 wonder how many readers know 
just whal awful stuff is done to audio 
these days before it's applied to a

transmitter for broadcast. For all but 
the few FMs who broadcast primarily 
Fine Aris programming, any resem- 
blance a received audio signal bears 
to the original is coincidence. Dynamic 
range, even on the “softer” stations, is 
usually less than 6 dB. Limiling high 
frequencies dynamically to fit inside 
the pre-emphasized modulation limits 
often means the highs are attenuated 
nearly 18 dB! Then clipping is applied. 
Dividing the signal up into some three 
to seven frequency bands and pro- 
cessing them separately, then recom- 
bining them and processing them 
some more, is what almost every FM 
station is doing these days. Most AM 
stalions now process their audio some- 
what less than FM stations do. 

Those listeners fortunate enough to 
possess a true wide-band AM receiv- 
ef—the (now discontinued) Sony SRF- 
A100 and SAF-A1, the Carver TX-11b, 
and only one or two other models—are 
the only people who can truly hear 
great sound via AM. (Unless they listen 
to a station's monitor or have an old 
wide-band tuner or radio.} The new 
stuff is “junk” on AM. Most people think 
that since FM sounds okay and AM 
sounds bad, then it’s the station and/or 
the medium that falls short. How can 
we expect them to think differently? 

What AM needs the most is the abili- 
ty to transmit a strong enough signal to 
overcome man-made interference, the 
ability to transmit wide-band audio 
back out to 15,000 Hz, and most of ail, 
for receiver manutlacturers to include 
(at the least) NRSC wide-band, low- 
distortion, AM tuner sections. Noise- 
and interference-cancelling circuitry is 
highly developed and should be impte- 
mented in all future receivers. And the 
public should be educated that AM 
sounds bad mostly because of the in- 
ferior receivers they musl listen to. 

{f there is any way Audio can help 
encourage the receiver manufacturing 
industry to include higher quality AM 
sections, all AM broadcasters, and 
eventually the public to which they 
broadcast, will benefit. A

A Cortland radio sta- 
tion caters to the area’s 
ethnic community.

CORTLAND — Radio WKTX 
can sometimes be heard as far 
away as Cleveland and Pitts- 
burgh, and also has received 
calls from Canada, says Attila 
Kossanyi, station vice presi- 
dent. 

WKTX is a 1,000-watt AM sta- 


tion — 830 on the radio dial — 
that has been in operation 
since September 1991. Its pro- 
gramming consists of easy lis- 
tening and pop music from the 
1940s, ’50s and ’60s, and various 
types of ethnic music. 

The station also provides 
news, weather, sports and traf- 
fic; a coaches’ show with the 
Lakeview High School football 
and basketball coaches; and 
weekly live reports from Buda- 
pest, Hungary. 

A representative from the 
Hungarian embassy in Wash- 
ington sometimes calls in as 


ferent music ranging from Ger- 
man to Slovenian to Italian. 
Kossanyi said the station plays 
this music daily, while most 
radio stations play it only on 
weekends. 

Large audience: Another 
advantage of the ethnic format, 
Kossanyi said, is the fact that 
this area and Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh have large ethnic 
populations, which draws lis- 
teners. This also makes it easi- 
er to find sponsors, Kossanyi 
said, because these listeners 
tend to tune in to the same 
station.

------------ The new AM station, WWJZ-640 comes in all day here with WNNZ nulled, 
but WWJZ does not come in at night. Per a recent call to the station, it will be 
an AP network affiliate in early January. CNN has greatly increased its number of 
affiliates in the area, WGBB-1240, WINE-940, WNTY-990, WNEZ-910, WKZE-1020, WWCO- 
1240, WNLC-1510 (which also has CBS), WPTR-1540 & WGCH-1490. Gil Gross is now 
heard on WSNG-610 8-10PM. Also the baseball card collectors show is on Thursdays 
at 6:30PM on WSNG-610 & WGBB-1240. Mutual news is now heard on the hour on WSNG- 
610 & WBIS-1120. WLAD-800 also has Mutual. WPOP-1410 is announcing it is carry- 
ing Bruce Williams of Talknet 7-10PM. Unistar news is now on WVOX-1460, WEVD-1050 
& WRTN-93.5 and noted on WNNZ-640 Saturdays at 8AM, though WNN?Z is still CBS on the 
hour most of the time. SNN News may be heard on WRHD-1570 which has Satellite 
Music networks country format fulltime.

For now, 1590 is a wide open channel in this region, WLNG-1600 has a surpr- 
isingly strong signal in the city of Waterbury with WQQW dark. I was with AP for 
15 years and am friendly with the bureau chief and the broadcast editor for AP in 
Hartford. I think it'd be great if AP did a story (national if possible) on the 
NRC 60th for when it meets in Enfield in Sept. Once a story hits the wire, it is 
much easier to get coverage in newspapers/magazines and on radio & TV. One of the 
major problems for AM listeners and DXers is the increasing noise levels on AM. 
Apparently, the power companies do not seal wires along highways as well as they 
used to and@ buzzes and snapping sounds leak out on to car radios and home receiv- 
ers. Also the noise reduction levels in car radios is are far inferior to what 
they used to be. And in the workplace and even at home, the screens of computers 
arown out even the strongest AM signals. One wonders if 10-15 years from now, AM 
might be in the same precarious position that FM & UHF TV were in the 50's? Anot- 
her trend has been slowly building. The FM station that my partner & I run, WZBG- 
97.3 is information intensive, local community focused and a CBS affiliate and not 
ONE listener has come forward to describe what we're doing as ‘clutter' or 'too mu- 
ch talk', we still have a lot of music after 9AM til 6AM but with CBS news on the 
hour and 'In Touch' reports of community items 4 times an hour. I note WHTZ-100.3 
now has talk 10PM til midnight, WKXW-101.7 is strongly talk/information and WOBM- 
92.7 is strongly informational with a 9 person news department. And I note in Br- 
oadcasting that 6 NFL teams have FM stations as their flagships this year!

I am 35 years old. I moved to D'port last spring to become an instructor in Engl- 
ish as a second language at Teikyo Marycrest University.
